Goddard 1997 shows that all of the phonological contrasts of Unami were retained 
in the pidgin: long and short obstruents/?, t, c, k, s, s, x; h, n, l y y, and vowels i,i; e, 
e- y dy d-y a, ci'y Oy D', O'y and u. Clusters are often simplified, however, and initial 
unstressed syllables omitted: pack 'weep' for Southern Unami hpdkw 'he weeps'. 
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
